The Ilcst Camps on the Pacific Slopo Lo- 
cated Within onr Dordcrs. 
Messrs. David 
D. 
Dibble 
and 
D.Roberts,itwo expert minors from 
Utah, arrived in Thatcher last Fri- 
day, where they aro at tho prosent 
time. 
Thoy started 
from Utah 
threo 
months ago and havo 
spont 
that 
time in visiting and examining tho 
different 
mining 
camps 
in 
tho 
northern 
part 
of 
tho territory 
They will visit tho Lono Star 
dis 
trict next week, and from thero go 
to Clifton, 
Morenci 
and in fact 
visit evory camp 
of note, in 
Ari- 
zona. 
MrfDibblo 
has 
been 
min 
ing for tho last 35 years, and 
dur- 
ing that time has visited 
every 
principal mining camp in tho west, 
except 
those 
in 
Arizona. 
His 
present visit to tho Territory is for 
tho purpose of investigating 
mines 
and ho says that both in richness 
and quantity Arizona s mines sur 
pass, 
by far, thoso in any 
State 
or Territory ho has visited, and he 
says on account of the country 
be- 
ing so well watered and the camps 
lying in such 
closo proximity to 
tho farming 
districts 
makes both 
the

It was said that all the roads in Hous- 
ton county were made by 
conwets.
